riage. The boy returned home | 
at about 11 a.m., after selling 
tickets for the Boy Scout circus. 

The child ran to the home of | 
a neighbor, Mrs. T. Thomas 
Regan, 205 Edgar road, Webster 
Groves, and told her what he 
had found. 

Mrs. Regan called the boy’s 
father, who was at his office at 
the Big Bend Lumber Co., where 
he is employed as a clerk. Haas 
came home immediately and 
when he found his wife and 
brother-in-law, asked Mrs. Regan 
to call police. 

Near Basement Door. 


The bodies of Mrs. Haas, 52 | 


years old, and Giles, 56, were 
lying face up. They were near a 
basement door leading to an out- 
side stairway into the backyard. 

The walls of the stairwell had 
spots of blood on them, police 
said. A paper towel with smears 
of blood on it was found in the 
backyard. 

Police also found a paring 
knife with a three-inch blade in 
the yard. The blade had mud on 
it and the handle was covered |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (AP)— 
Testimony of nine witnesses on 
purges, terrorism and man-made 


1930s and 1940s has been released 
in a new congressional report 
titled ‘‘The Crimes of Khrush- 
chev.” 

The report, second of a series 
being released by the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, contains testimony taken 
Sept. 9, 16 and 11 prior to the 
arrival of Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev Sept. 15 for his United 
States tour. 


The committee referred to the 
closed door sessions with the wit- 
nesses as consultations. 

Nicholoas Prychodko, an engi- 
neer from Toronto, Canada, tes- 
tified he lived in the Ukraine in 
the 1930-33 famine. 

Prychodko said most of the 
Ukrainian food crop was export- 
ed on orders from Moscow be- 
cause of resistence in the 
Ukraine to the Communists, He 
said that at that time Khrush- 
chev was in the Ukraine as ‘‘one 
of the esteemed executors of 
Stalin’s genocide of the Ukrain- 
ian population.” 

Petro Paviovych, former edi- 
tor of a newspaper in the Ukrain- 
ian community of Vinnitsa, told 
of the 1943 discovery of 95 mass 
graves of 9439 bodies — victims 
of a 1937-38 purge when Khrush- 
chev was first secretary of the 
central committee of the Com- 
munist party in the Ukraine. 

Paviovych said, “The purges 
and mass murders were by par- 
ty orders which he (Khrushchev) 
promulgated.” 

The former editor said his real 
name is Apollon Trembow and

Mykola Lebed, New York, who 
said he had been a member of 
the Ukrainian underground 
movement, testified that in 1944 
Khrushchev and his subordinates 
started mass deportations of the 
Ukrainian population.

Projections by the university political scien- 
tists who wrote the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey indicate that the over-all cost of 
schools and local government in the City of 
St. Louis will climb 13.8 per cent by 1065— 
from $82,934,260 in 1955 to $94,370,800 in 
1965. The rise in St. Louis county is pro- 
jected as being from $44,661,482 in 1955 to 
$92,622,700. in 1965 or 107.4 per cent. — 


In the area as a whole the increase is ex- - 


pected to amount to $60,100,000, ‘of which 
$48,000,000 will have to come from the pock- 
ets of taxpayers in St. Louis county: Since 
the county’s tax base is almost wholly resi- 
dential, individual property owners will have 
to bear most of the burden. Judging by the 
Survey's figures, without help from industry, 
county property owners can anticipate a 
doubling of that portion of the monthly fnort- 
gage payments on their homes that is set 
aside for taxes. : 

Through its Economic Development Serv- 
ice; the District will have power to “acquire, 
develop and assemble industrial and commer- 
cial tracts of land for lease or sale.” The 
proven use of this power ought to enhance 
the ability of the whole city-county area to at- 
tract new tax-paying businesses and indus- 
tries. The industries also would provide hun- 
dreds of new jobs. 

No doubt the most practical application of 
this power would be through creation of in- 
dustrial parks away from residential neigh- 
borhoods. These could be financed by 
issuance of self-liquidating revenue bonds. As 
sites were sold, the bonds could be paid off.

Need for Airliner Radar 


The scheduled airlines’ objection to any re- 
quired installation of storm warning radar on 
all airliners does not stand up. 

Estimating that the Federal Aviation Agen- 
cy proposal might cost millions of dollars, the 
Air Transport Association has questioned 
whether the improvement in safety would 
justify the expenditure. Against this reason- 
ing there is the FAA’s summary of 63 acci- 
dents which radar might have prevented and 
the excellent safety record of planes which 
do carry radar. The first company to put 
radar in all its planes, United Air Lines, has 
reported saving $575,000 annually in lowered 
maintenance, lowered fuel consumption and 
shortened crew flight time. 

ATA admits weather radar has been volun- 
tarily installed on more than half of the 
largest and latest airliners. If radar is worth 
installing on half why should it not promptly 
be installed on all? Older types of planes, 
unable to fly as high as later types, might 
well have even greater need for avoiding 
storms. 

The FAA would do well to disregard ATA’s 
plea for procrastination and adopt the pro- 
posed regulation to require installation of 
this device which has both safety and eco- 
nomic value. :

TOKYO, Oct. 12 (AP)—Low 
fares are the way to fill the big 
new jet plahes with passengers, 
managers of the world’s airlines 
were told today. 

“Our markets are inexhaust- 
ible so long as we keep the fares 
down,” Sir William P. Hildred, 
director general of the Interna- 
tional Air Transport Associa- 
tion, said in a report prepared 
for the association’s fifteenth 
annual general meeting. 

Hildred estimated airlines will 
be flying 300 jets by the end 
of this year. He said the jets 
must_ carry lots of passengers

of 300 executives of 90. airlines 
that economy class fares now 
offered on trans-Atlantic planes 
are on the way for other routes.

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Dione Lucas, nationally known authority on fine cookery, conducted a seminar in ad- 
vanced cookery in Chicago for newspaper food editors attending the annual food confer- 
ence. One of the dishes which she prepared in her demonstration was ‘Coulibiac, a 
famous Russian dish. Basically, it consists of a meat or fish filling baked within a 


wrapping of bread dough.

ONE OF THE highlights of the recent newspaper food editors 
conference in Chicago was a seminar in advanced cookery. Class- 
room was the Four Georges room at the Ambassador West Hotel; 
instructor was Dione Lucas, nationally known authority’ on fine 
cookery. ; From a kitchen setting with white brick walls and gleam- 
ing copper appliances Mrs. Lucas presented a number of gourmet- 
type dishes, many of which were made with convenience foods. 


Mrs. Lucas has an impressive 


culinary background. Born in 
England and reared in France 
and Italy, she followed the 
course of all great chefs and 
became an apprentice in a 
famous Paris restaurast. Later 
training at the .Cordon Bleu 
provided her with a Cordon Bleu 
Diploma, as well as a chef's 
certificate. She now operates her 
own cooking schools in London 
and New York, is the author of 
severat books and many maga- 
zine articles, and has appeared in 
several TV series, 


One ‘of the dishes which she jaeaaee 


prepared for the food editors was 
Coulibiac, a famous Russian 
specialty that is frequently mis- 
spelled and misrepresented. She 
explained that the correct way 
to make it is with a yeast-risen, 
not a pastry, covering. 
Basically, it consists of a meat 
or fish filling baked within a 
wrapping of bread dough. De- 
pending upon the wealth of the 
household, the dough can -be 
ordinary bread dough or a rich 
brioche dough. The filling can be 
ground meat or strips of filet of 
beef, a salmon mixture or whole 
salmon.

At Conference 


NEW IDEAS were presented 
at a rapid clip at the recent 
Food Editor’s Conference — at 
least one an hour, every hour, 
for each of the six days. Diffi- 
cult indeed is the task of trying 
to pass them all along to read- 
ers in the space available for 
this purpose. 

One “hit of the show’” was a 
special baking treat, reminis- 
cent of the gingerbread men so 
vivid in memories of childhood. 

Complete with body, head and 
arms, Batter Beatniks are made 
from a batter-type dough. Cur- 
rants mark eyes and knobs of 
dough are used for noses to com- 
plete the funny little faces. 
(When making the Beatniks, be 
suré to. punch currants deeply 
into the dough so that they will 
remain in place during baking 
and eating.) 

These charming yeast rolls 
could of course be made to re- 
semble snowmen, .penguins or 
spacemen instead of beatniks 
by using a little ingenuity in 
forming. 

The interesting part ef this is 
to see how each small figure 
assumes a personality of his 
own during the final rising and 
baking processes. 


Batter Beatniks. |

By now, most of the 10,000 
American tourists who trav- 
eled in Russia this summer 
are back in their own back 
yards giving the neighbors 
the lowdown and planning 
speeches for Rotary Clubs. 

My husband and I drove 
3500 miles through the Soviet 
Union and its satellites. Some 
of our preconceived notions 
about these countries were 
true, some false. It was frus- 
trating and fascinating —it 
was the only way we could 
make up our minds as to what 
the Russians and their econ- 
omy were like, and by show- 
ing ourselves to them (ail 
10,000 of us) we proved that 
we, same as the Russians, 
were just people—warm, siily, 
stubborn and curious. This is 
the first of two articles, 


THERE ARE 350 English- 
speaking Intourist guides, five of 
whom are members of the Com- 
munist party, and we drew one. 
Guides are assigned to tourists 
at the Polish-Russian border on 
a first come, first serve basis. 
Sergei put his little suitcase on 
the back seat of our car, climbed 
in next to it, and off we went. 
For 16 days and nights we got 
the full treatment, and over our 
shoulders, from Brest to Minsk 
to Smolensk to Moscow; from 
Moscow to Kalinin to Novgorod 
to Leningrad, we gave it right 
back.

WE WERE like men from 
Mars in Tbilisi, the capital of the 
Georgian Soviet Republic.

and a couple of kebobs in the 
hotel dining room, and a little 
laundry in our bathroom.

WEST has a model hand for 
the opening bid of three spades, 
Defensively, his hand is worth- 
less; offensively, his hand should 
take five tricks in spades. 


West 


Both of these qualities are 
important for players who want 
to make intelligent shutout bids. 
The. hand should be worthless 
for defense because then the 
opponents almost surely have a 
game or slam. It would be foolish 
to shut the opponents out if 
they can’t make anything. The 
hand should be worth five or 
six tricks on offense to avoid 
excessive risk. 

In this case West could be 
doubled and beaten four tricks. 
This would cost him a penalty 
of 700 points. In practice, this 
seldom happens. One of the op- 
ponents usually bids, and the 
opening bidder gets away with 
his mischief. 

The shutout bid often creates 
a problem that otherwise 
wouldn’t exist. North and South 
could easily bid a small slam in 
hearts or no trump if they were 
allowed to bid without interfer- 
ence. They can actually make 
all 13 tricks, but the grand slam 
is hard to reach. 

After West’s opening bid of 
three spades, North and South 
are likely to miss even the small 
slam. Some expert pairs might 
manage to scramble into a slam, 
but they would be huffing and 
puffing and guessing. 

In most cases, the hand would 
be played at a mere game con- 
tract. West’s opening bid would 
save the slam bonus of 750 points 
by talking the opponents out of 
a slam.

Gleason's study has a semi- 
circular desk with a built-in rec- 
ord player. The desk light is 
merged ,into the lines of the 
desk, since the owner regards 
lamps as unnecessary ‘‘clutter.” 
A powerful short-wave set and a 
television receiver stand across 
the room from the desk. Book- 
cases behind the desk hold such 
works as Dowden’s “Life of 
Shelley,” the Bible, and a psy- 
chiatric dictionary. 


A larger library connects with 
the study and is lighted during 
the day by a round “light well”’ 
with walls of Italian stained 
glass under a plexiglass dome. 
The studio is 40 feet in diameter, 
bordered at one side by a semi- 
circular aquarium in which small 
perch, bass and pike swim. 

The center of the marble- 
floored studio has connections 
for microphones and other sound 
equipment; here is where Mr. 
Gleason plans to put on his 
broadcasts. 

The living room, adjoining the 
studio; is at the front of the 175- 
foot-wide house. A triple fire- 
place, built into a single custom- 
made all-marble chimney 40 feet 
high and weighing 240 tons, is 
the eye-catcher ‘of the room.
